Air Force to 
M e No Adion 
Against POWs 


Cpl. Dickenson is 
Found Guilty by 
Army Court Martial 


WASHINGTON «P)-The Air Force 
will take no court martial action 
against 83 former prisoners of the 
Reds in Korea, including 36 who 
made false germ warfare "con­ 
fessions." 
It dismissed 
69 of the cases 
"without prejudice of any sort” 
but raised questions of the "con­ 
tinued usefulness" of the other 14. 
They were ordered to show cause 
why they should be kept in the 
Air Force. 
Air Force sources said if the 
14 are discharged it will probably 
he under honorable conditions. The 
Air Force said it does not intend 
to make the names public. 
The Air Force 
announcement 
came a few hours after an Army 
military court sentenced (’pl. Ed 
ward S. 
Dickenson, 23 year old 
mountain boy from Cracker’s Neck. 
Va., to a dishonorable discharge 
and IO years hard labor for col­ 
laborating 
with his 
Communist 
captors and informing on fellow 
POW*. 
However, Dickenson’s conviction 
will be reviewed automatically by 
Maj 
Gen. John H. Stokes, com­ 
mander of the military district of 
Washington, and by an Army board 
of review . It can then be appealed 
to the U. S. Court of Military Ap­ 
peals. 
Guy Emery, Dickenson’s civilian 
lawyer, 
called the conviction a 
"travesty of justice." He said he 
plans to take it to the military 
appeals court if the verdict is not 
overturned earlier. 
President Eisenhower also has 
power to pardon the youthful sol­ 
dier. 
The Army, has also filed court 
martial charges against Corporal 
(laude J. Batchelor 
of Kermit, 
Tex., who. like Dickenson, first re­ 
fused to leave his Red captors but 
later chaged his mind and came 
home.
